coordination as trading stamps" in what will probably be a unilateral or 
unproductive exchange. The members of the Board believe that DOD has 
1 e to offer and much to gain in such an exchange, especially DIA, 
which so far is purely a middleman in such activities. The clandestine 
components are sensitive to the dispersal potential of such consolidated 
lists, ^ especially if they should be provided to DOD, etc., by higher 

authority. A traditional safeguard against such philanthropy has been not 
to create them. 

3 . My purpose in setting these considerations down is to call your 
a tention and that of the DDCI to the general attitude toward the creation 
of a cmsolidated R&D digest. Until one can be quite precise about its 
potential use and dissemination, one can expect considerable opposition.

to play the coordinating role in m p original ly discnsRP,^ in .Uni.. lokv 
Cptainly we would prefer to carry on our owtTr&D relationship ^th' relevant 
elements of DOD through established channels rather than through brokerage 
firms armed with such Information. I believe that we should proceed no 
further until we can establish the proposed boundaries and hoist the four 
Directorates aboard.
